The town is without lire protea 
lion, and when the alarm was sound­ 
ed the entire village turned out, and 
many surrounding towns sent men. 
A bucket brigade was formed 
and 
every bucket in the town was put to 
use, and for two hours the 
flames 
were fought against many obstacles 
TIh* building was destroy ed, 
two 
buildings on each side of the burning 
one were partially destroy ed, 
and 
the intense beat 
broke 
glass 
in 
stores across the street and tor

time it appeared as if the 
flames 
would get bey ond control. 
At six o’c l oc k t h i s morning 
calls 
for help were sent out to surround­ 
ing eities of Columbus, North \ er- 
imui, (ireenshurg and Rushville, when 
it appeared as if thet business dis­ 
trict was doomed for destruction.

g r e s s was passed by tin* senate with 
only two dissenting votes. Il 
was 
■passed by tin* senate last y ear 
but 
failed in the house. 
The amendment provides lor 
the 
rommcneenient of the terms of p re ­ 
sident and vice president at 
110011 on 
the third Monday in Ja nua ry , 
and 
lhe terms of senators and represen­ 
tative's at 
110011 on the first Monday 
in Janua ry . 


At present tin* president does 
not 
ta k e office until four months a lte r 
election, hut if the* new amendment 
becomes a part of tin1 basic law, he 
■would assume the duties of 
chief 


ex ecutive ten weeks a fte r election. 
* 
Although senators and congress­ 
men take office at present on 
the 
fourth of March, their official s e r ­ 
vice really does not become effective 
until the following December when 
the first regular session 
convenes, 
unless the president calls them into 
special session. 
This means that in the 
regular 
course of events a 
new 
congress 
would not; have an opportunity 
to 
register its |>olieies until 
thirteen 
months a f te r it had be<y i voted into 
power. The Norris amendment 
not 
only provides th a t 
senators 
and 
congressmen shall assume their of ­ 
fices on tin* first Monday in J a nua r y 
following the election, but th a t there 
shall be a session of congress 
be­ 
ginning on tin* first M onday in J a n­ 
uary . 
y nd e r this amendment a change in 
the political complex ion of congress 
would become 
almost 
immediately 
effective. The new congress would he 
in session two weeks before* the time 
for the* new president to assume his 
duties. This difference is intended t* 
orovide congress with an opportunity 
ft* elect a president if the vote 
at 
the general election failed to result 
ill the choice of an election. 


As a general rule, changing 
the 
basic law of tin* United States is 
a 
hazardous thing and should not 
he 
done until it has been given careful 
consideration. The constitution has 
served well for our government 
be­ 
cause the men who framed it 
were 
far-sighted and patriotic and built 
upon the mistakes of Europe, which 
were then fresh in their memory . 
The proposed change is not 
of 
imbortance and tin* dates That 
are suggested for the beginning of 
the president/s, se na tors’ and con­ 
gressmen's tennis would work an im­ 
provement.
